Proper utilization of range and 
pasture grasses is always of vital 
concern to anyone who grows 
grass. Some of the more import­ 
ant principles of grass utiliza­ 
tion or use are as follows: 
1. If a grass plant is repeated­ 
ly grazed short, food production 
is reduced so that root reserves 
where food is stored are depleted. 
This causes a reduction in root 
and shoot regrowth. 
2. Regrowth following grazing 
is in proportion to the amount 
of leaves remaining ungrazed and 
the amount of sunlight striking 
the leaf. The ungrazed leaves are 
influenced not only by the height 
but also by the frequency of re­ 
moval by grazing. 
3. The young growth following 
close grazing is usually higher 
in food value, but such grazing 
reduces the total amount pro­ 
duced to the extent that less 
animals are able to obtain their 
food requirements each year from 
a given acreage. 
4. Only half of the sail mois­ 
ture available to properly used 
plants is available to plants that 
are overgrazed, thereby lowering 
the amount of forage produced 
by the overgrazed plants.

Soils are like people because 
thev diiier irom each other in 


many ways. Soils are classified 
and named with symbols to show 
their capabilities. To find 
capabilities, we make soil wnreys. 
Soil surveys show the charac 
teristics such as thickness, tex­ 
ture, structure. slope and erosion j 
of the soil. 
After we find this particular 
information, the soils aw 
ed according to their adaptabU- 
ity for land use and for farm 
crops. 
On land that is being used for 
range, a survey of the range site 
and vegetation is needed. The
